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REPORT OF THE DIRECTOR FOR THE 
YEAR 1958

To THE TRUSTEES OF THE PEABODY MUSEUM OF SALEM: 


N a distant land, it is said, in a remote and desolate habita- 
| tion sits a rare old party industriously polishing a large pot. 
The chore appears to be nearly finished but this is only an 
illusion, for before the last swipe can be taken another small 
blemish appears to sully the burnished surface. The work is 
further slowed once every twenty-four hours when the worker 
halts to slake his thirst, and each time half the pot is tarnished 
_ once more. So is this unenviable creature condemned to finish 
an impossible task. This is an old story, and but a variant on 
the classical myth of Sisyphus pushing the stone uphill. But the 
nature of the task seems more appropriate as a museum simile. 
The staff of the museum often feel like this ancient toiler, 
even to silver polishing, for as one is working towards getting 
some particular part of the collections or section of the institu- 
tion into good condition, some other area always seems to de- 
terlorate while one’s back is turned. Thus the work is a con- 
stant, recurring, endless, vast housekeeping problem. That is 
the simple way to look at it, but it is more than housekeeping 
_ for the things in our care—the precious, the unique, the beau- 
tiful—are saved not for tomorrow but for the ages. 

There is another parable that comes to mind that compli- 
cates a simple problem. It is that of the marching Chinese. It 
is remembered that if some vast number of Chinese pass a par- 
ticular point every hour they will go on forever, because of 
the rate of natural increase in their numbers. The amount of 
material flowing into an institution is much the same. As long 
as the institution is alive, vital, progressive, the gifts will nev- 
er cease, and if they do, or if the authorities in charge call a 
halt, then the museum will die. Consequently, because of its 
very nature, a museum must grow physically as well as in the 
_ quality of its collections. 
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It is this combination of the quality of the collections in our 
care with the continual but controlled, and rich but gently dis- 
ciplined, flow of new material that prevents us from becoming 
bored old pot polishers. On the contrary we have a perpetual 
transfusion, the new, vibrant blood stirring up the old and 
keeping it alive. Every time the door opens and someone enters 
with another painting, a South Sea tapa, a rare book, or a new 
bird for Essex County, a spring wind whistles the winter weari- 
ness from the place. Paradoxically, it is a spring wind that 
brings the harvest of seed sown long ago. It is like Christmas 
365 days a year with all the happy exhaustion of that holiday 
season. That is why sometimes we feel like hanging a “Gone 
Fishin’” sign on the door, but not for long. 

Realizing the necessity of and responsibility for providing 
space to keep pace with the Museum’s growth, our Trustees © 
this year began plans for the physical expansion of our plant. 
We hope that the end of another twelve months will see the 
building well on its way to completion. This addition, which is 
being designed by the Boston architectural firm of Bourne, 
Connor, Nichols and Whiting, is to be called the Phillips Li- 
brary, and will consist of a bookstack to hold in the vicinity 
of a hundred thousand volumes (our present library has grown 
to about 40,000), a librarian’s office and a reading room. We 
are vastly beholden to the munificence and vision of Mr. Ste- 
phen Phillips for this very badly needed addition. He is bearing 
most of the expense of the bookstack and office space, which 
will also provide for the restricted display of some of our rare 
books, broadsides, and manuscripts. There have been contri- 
butions from others, however, and we hope the notion will ap- 
peal to more people, for construction costs are appallingly 
high. The reading room, which will be called the Saltonstall 
Room, is being provided through the generosity of Mrs. Rich- 
ard M. Saltonstall, and will also serve as a home for the Sal- 
tonstall family portraits. 

In connection with the new wing, the entire back hall of the 
present Museum will be reconstructed, making a more con- 
venient and attractive back entrance with new public and staff 
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rest rooms and coat closet. The present library space will be 
turned into a room where all of our prints and paintings can 
be stored on sliding racks or in metal cases. In the new book- 
stack there will be locked sections for our rarest treasures and 
in the basement under the reading room and librarian’s office 
we will have a new stock room for our supplies and publications 
and a receiving room for the packing and unpacking of collec- 
tions. Our Library Building Fund was increased during the 
past year by $54,953.95 and now stands at a total of $96,- 
225.18 in hand, with another $36,000 definitely pledged. Be- 

sides Mr. Phillips and Mrs. Saltonstall, Mr. Gale Blosser, Miss 
Marion U. Chapman, and Mr. Russell W. Knight, and most re- 
cently Mrs. John F. Fulton, have also given to this fund. If suf- 
ficient money can be raised, a second floor will be built over the 
stack, reading room and office area which will be used for stor- 
age, and can eventually become new exhibition rooms. It is 
estimated that this second floor, unfinished, will cost about 
$40,000. We do not have the money for this part as yet, but 
economically this is the time to build the additional space for 
it would cost much more to put it on years later. 

Some extremely interesting preliminary long-range plans 
have been drawn for us by Bernard J. Harrison, New York 
architect, through the generosity and interest of Francis Lee . 
Higginson, Jr. 

Financially this was an excellent year for us, not because we 
ran a small operating deficit, but because we added such a 
substantial amount to our permanent endowment, as a glance 
at the condensed Treasurer’s statement at the end of this re- 
port will show. Foremost was the receipt in midsummer of 
$200,000 under the will of William C. Endicott, of which we 
are residuary legatee. About the same time we received a be- 
quest of $10,000 from Mrs. W. H. Carnegie, and Miss Eliza- 
beth S. Osgood, one of our Fellows, left us a bequest of $1,000. 

_ All of these are unrestricted funds. Under the will of Mr. Ste- 
phen W. Phillips we received a bequest of $5,000, the income 

; of which is restricted to the care and purchase of material for 

_ our Polynesian collections. Mrs. Samuel Ordway, Mrs. John F. 
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Fulton, Mrs. Franc Ingraham, Mr. David P. Wheatland and 
Mr. Stephen Wheatland, children of our late Trustee, Mr. 
Richard Wheatland, increased his endowment fund by $2,600. 
Cash gifts for general purposes were also received from the 
Edward Devotion School, the East India Marine Society, Mr. 
Francis Lee Higginson, Jr., Mrs. John Frederick Hussey, Mr. 
Ralph Lawson, Mr. Augustus P. Loring, Mr. Francis B. Lo- 
throp, Mr. Stephen Phillips, Mr. Alfred P. Putnam, Mr. 
Charles H. Taylor, Dr. and Mrs. Richard H. Thompson, Mrs. 
Richard Wheatland, Mr. Stephen Wheatland and Mr. Walter 
Muir Whitehill. In addition to these gifts, contributions were 
received for a number of special purposes from the following: 
Mrs. Alfred Bissell and Mrs. Beverley R. Robinson for re- 
storing two of our figureheads, Mr. Willard C. Cousins for 
the purchase of Eskimo carving, Mrs. Francis B. Crownin- 
shield for the model of the sloop Jefferson and the purchase of 
the John Crowninshield spyglass, Mr. Francis Lee Higginson, 
Jr., for office equipment, Mr. Lawrence W. Jenkins for books 
and binding, Mr. Francis B. Lothrop for exhibits, books, prints 
and office furniture, Mr. Irving S. Olds for exhibits and publi- 
cations, Mr. Cornelius Crane for a study of Zen Buddhism by 
our Curator of Chinese Ethnology, Chiang Yee. Other donors 
were: Dr. E. S. C. Handy, Mr. and Mrs. James McCon- 
naughey, Mr. Stephen Wheatland, Mr. Stephen Phillips, Mr. 
Alfred Loomis, Mr. and Mrs. Landon Thorne for research in 
the South Seas and the publication of the J. Frank Stimson 
Tuamotu dictionary and Raivavae ethnography, Mrs. Archi- 
bald C. Coolidge, Jr., for publications, Mr. William B. Os- 
good for the picture restoration fund, Mr. Stephen Phillips 
and Mr. Stephen Wheatland for purchasing books, Dr. Doug- 
las H. Robinson for the restoration of ship plans, Mrs. M. V. 
Brewington for publishing maritime catalogues, and Mr. Thor- 
vald S. Ross for Dr. R. A. Derrick, Curator of the Fiji Museum 
in Suva, to do research on our Fijian collections. 

Besides all of these generous contributions, our subscrip- 
tions from Fellows and Friends amounted to $10,048.39, the 
largest amount we have yet received from this source, and our 


— 
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contribution box yielded $934.29. All together our bequests, 


contributions and gifts from all sources and for all purposes 
amounted to the astonishing sum of $312,853.13. This is a 
trend we hope will continue, for as our endowment and re- 
sources grow, so will our service and usefulness expand in geo- 
metric proportion. It is a serious thought that, allowing for no 
expansion, our gifts and bequests in the past have scarcely held 
us abreast of the insidious creeping inflation of the postwar 
years. 

The annual gathering of our Fellows and Friends was held 


on September 26th with a talk by Thomas Boylston Adams, 


President of the Massachusetts Historical Society, on “The 
Amateur of History.” Our members have increased in numbers 
each year and the list in the back of the report grows according- 
ly. It is very heartening to have nearly all members continue 
year after year once they have joined. The constant support 
means much to us and we hope the coming year will see addi- 
tional new names and faces. We cherish our old friends for 
their wisdom is infinite and we love them, and we welcome the 
new friends for their spirit is vital and they give us hope. 

Our total attendance of 49,195 for 1958 was almost identi- 
cal with that the previous year. There were 338 (42 more than 
1957) school classes, clubs, scout troops and other organized 
groups including the American Society of Public Administra- 
tion with members from all over the world, the Association of 
Universities of the British Commonwealth, and several bus 
loads of tourists from the Bingler Tours, New York City. 

Accessions this year were impressive. Although the total 
number of specimens and objects received in 1958 was some- 
what less than in 1957, the number of individual accessions, 
totalling 319, was greater. Of these accessions 127 contained 
Marine material, 53 Ethnological objects, 40 Natural History 
specimens and 132 books and manuscripts for the library. The 
library accessions include gifts only and do not take into ac- 
count the numerous subscriptions to magazines, exchanges for 
the publications of other institutions, and current books pur- 
chased. 
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The Marine accessions consisted of 57 prints, 29 paintings, 
11 drawings, 5 nautical instruments, 6 models, 3 pieces of 
scrimshaw, 3 figureheads, 22 ships’ plans, and 813 photo- 
graphs. Needless to say, it is impossible to mention all these 
things individually but we will touch on some of the most 
significant. 

The largest group of material, containing a great many im- 
portant items, is in gifts and loans from our good friend, Fran- 
cis Lee Higginson, Jr., of Exeter, New Hampshire. Among 
his many gifts this year is a large, full-rigged model of H.M. 
Frigate Pomone, a full-hull model of an English tea clipper and 
a full model of the small English cross-Channel steamer John 
Penn. He also gave us two large model cases with mirror backs 
which are now in the front Marine Room, and many prints and 
photographs. Besides, he deposited an eight-foot model of the 
steamship Spartan, and an equally large half-model of the 
steamship Corocoro, two handsome boxwood eighteenth-cen- 
tury British ships-of-the-line, and, finest of all, a fully rigged 
model of the famous British tea clipper Cutty Sark. He also 
added a great many prints to his collection of Cunard and other 
transatlantic steamships that are here on deposit. 

The most remarkable single model acquired during the year 
was built and given us by Mr. William Meldrum of Win- 
throp. Mr. Meldrum is a retired superintendent of hull con- 
struction at the East Boston yard of the Bethlehem Steel Cor- 
poration. The model, which is of a World War I British 
freighter, is constructed entirely of metal. It took him seven 
years to build and the plans were taken from a table of offsets 
in Watson’s Manual of Shipbuilding. Watson, who was the 
naval architect at Armstrong Witworth and Company, New- 
castle-on-Tyne, was Mr. Meldrum’s instructor during his ap- 
prenticeship there. 

After Richard Orr finished the fine model of the yacht Cleo- 
patra’s Barge for us, Mrs. Crowninshield was so pleased with 
it that she decided to have him build a model of George Crown- 
inshield’s earlier yacht, the little sloop Jefferson. There was 
much less to go on than for the Barge, but Mr. Orr has built 
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a small model of a typical sloop of the period, which probably 
very much resembles the Jefferson. Mr. Edward G. Brownlee 
presented a plating model of a modern tanker. 

Besides the models we received one full-sized boat. Some 
years ago we were presented with a handsome Swampscott 
dory. This year Mr. Bernard Amero of Gloucester, through 
our good friend Gordon Thomas, gave us a Gloucester Banks 
dory in beautiful condition. It is the large, two-man type built 
in Amesbury, and is complete with oars, bailer, compass and 
flare. He has given it in memory of his mother, Mrs. Maude G. 
Amero. These two dories, together with all of the old-time fish- 
ing gear which we acquired a year ago, and with our superb 
collection of models of different types of fishing vessels from 
the heeltapper down to the present day, will sometime make 
an outstanding exhibition on the history of the fishing industry 
in this region, in a room by itself. 

For a good many years our ‘T'rustee, Francis B. Lothrop, has 
had three ships’ figureheads here on deposit. He has now made 
a gift of these interesting wood carvings. Two of them, one of 
a Highlander and one of a goddess, are on exhibition in the 
Marine Room. 

Our collection of paintings and sketches by George Chin- 
nery, the artist who lived for so many years in China, has long 
been famous. Mr. Russell Sturgis Paine of Worcester gave 
us two more Chinnerys this year, a small oil painting of Macao 
and a small portrait of James Perkins Sturgis, 1791-1851. He 
also gave two Chinese oil paintings of Macao and several al- 
bums of Chinese water colors of birds, fish, butterflies, cos- 
tumes, etc., along with manuscripts of F. W. Paine relating 
to the China trade in 1818. David P. Wheatland gave us sev- 
eral water colors and prints, including a wash drawing of 
H.M.S. Amazon in a gale, October 1780, by the famous ma- 
rine artist Dominic Serres. Francis B. Lothrop gave us a water 
color of the ship Solon off Havre by Frederic Roux, 1847, and 
an early water color by H. Pelligrin, 1855, of the ship Ben 
Bolt. Mr. William B. Osgood added a Clement Drew oil of 
Thacher’s Island lights, 1889, to our New England shore 
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views. Miss Minnie B. Lewis presented two Chinese oil paint- 
ings of Reuben Wade’s clipper ships Shooting Star and John 
Wade from the John M. Merriam office in Boston; Mrs. Mary 
C. Duggan gave a painting of the bark Modesta, ex Raduga of 
Newburyport, and Mr. and Mrs. Henry Beston of Nobleboro, 
Maine, sent us an eighteenth-century Dutch water color of a 
ship. 

Probably the greatest man Salem ever produced was Na- 
thaniel Bowditch, author of the American Practical Navigator, 
one-time president of the Salem East India Marine Society, and 
mathematical genius. A collection of navigating instruments 
and books which once belonged to Bowditch has long been one 
of the principal exhibits and attractions of our Museum. Now, 
two of Nathaniel’s descendants, Dr. Harold and Manfred Bow- 
ditch, have given us several more of his instruments, including 
a Davis quadrant made by Thomas Greenough, 1740, a spy- 
glass, an astrolabe, a nocturnal, and a wooden Gunter’s quad- 
rant made by Nathaniel himself at the age of nineteen. A pe- 
lorus and other modern navigating instruments, which make 
a sharp contrast to the earlier Bowditch apparatus, were given 
us by Mr. Sherman Morss, who also presented a beautiful 
large piece of fancy ropework from the yacht Paladin. Mrs. 
Francis B. Crowninshield added to her family things in the 
Crowninshield Gallery a spyglass once used by Captain John 
Crowninshield on the privateer America, and Mr. G. Peabody 
Gardner deposited a French Empire clock said to have been 
on George Crowninshield’s yacht Cleopatra’s Barge, together 
with several examples of Oriental trade china showing some 
of the popular patterns. 

No large collection of scrimshaw was received this year but 
there were several important pieces. Mr. Weston Howland 
gave an unusually large engraved walrus tusk, Mr. Frederick 
J. Bradlee added a block-plane made of whalebone, and from 
Mr. Harold J. Hayes we acquired a whalebone broom in su- 
perb condition, the second one only of which we have ever 
heard. For many years it was a tradition of the sea, upon cross- 
ing the equator, to have Father Neptune come over the side 
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and hold court. During the ceremony all the polliwogs, those 
who had never crossed the equator before, were shaved by 
shellbacks who attended Father Neptune. Mrs. Edward A. 
Rushford and her daughter, Colette, have given us one of the 
large wooden razors used during a Neptune crossing-the-line 
ceremony. 

We received two handsome camphor-wood, brass-bound 
trunks, one from Mrs. Walter Austin of Dedham, and the oth- 
er, which belonged to Captain Joseph Winn of Salem, from 
Mrs. George I. McKelvey, Jr. Mrs. McKelvey also gave us a 
‘large silver tray which had been presented to Captain Winn 
by his fellow citizens of Salem, and other memorabilia associ- 
ated with him. The family gave us Captain Winn’s portrait a 
number of years ago. Miss Grace E.. Hood of Salem presented 
two large sea chests which belong to seafarers in her family. 

The largest collection of photographs was one of 570 given 
by M. V. Brewington. Eric Johnson also continued to give us 
many fine prints of photographs of steamships he has taken, 
as did also R. Loren Graham of Swampscott. Mr. Lawrence 
W. Jenkins presented some of the finest broadsides we have 

ever received, including three of the Revolutionary period and 
five relating to shipping, along with a number of sketches, 
prints and manuscripts. 

Our manuscript collection received some extraordinarily im- 
portant additions. The largest was the complete collection of 
nineteenth-century shipping papers of Nathaniel B. Mans- 
field of Salem given us by his grandsons, Nathaniel M. and 
Albert Goodhue, Jr. The collection includes 125 log, account, 
letter and record books and 108 boxes of loose manuscripts. 
When the artist Michele Felice Corné came to Salem, he 
crossed the Atlantic in the ship Mt. Vernon under Captain 
Elias Hasket Derby, Jr. On her voyage over the Mt. Vernon 
was involved in a series of running fights with French corsairs, 
and on his return, Corné painted a long series of water colors 
and oils showing various stages of the action. We have thir- 
teen of these pictures in our collection and we know of several 
others in other institutions and private hands. This year Dr. 
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Richard Derby gave us the important log book of this voyage 
of the Mt. Vernon kept by Captain Derby. Mr. Lawrence W. 
Jenkins gave us a manuscript journal of a journey around the 
Sandwich Islands, 1813-1815, by John B. Whitman. This is 
a very interesting, detailed and, so far as we know, unpub- 
lished account. Wendell S. Hadlock presented 29 volumes of 
the accounts of the Snow Shipyard in Rockland, Maine, and 
Robert B. Applebee contributed a box of papers relating to the 
famous old schooner Polly. 

The Ethnology Department received 1,190 specimens in 
53 accessions. Of these, 843 were from Oceania, of which 791 
were Polynesian. One hundred and forty-five came from Asia, 
including 106 from China and 31 from Japan. One hundred 
and eighty-three pieces were North American, of which 170 
were Eskimo. Nineteen were European and nine were from 
South and Central America. 

The largest and most important single accession during the 
year was the second gift from F. Walter Bergmann of Los 
Angeles. We announced the first gift of a section of his mag- 
nificent collection last year. This present lot includes 265 ar- 
chaeological, ethnological and primitive art specimens from the 
Marquesas, ‘Tuamotus, Society, Austral and Cook Islands, and 
Melanesia. Mr. Bergmann accumulated his entire collection 
during years of travel and exploration in those island groups 
and we very much appreciate his selecting our museum as the 
permanent home for it. Another large lot of Polynesian material 
was sent back by Donald S. Marshall. These things were col- 
lected by him during the expedition which we sponsored to 
Polynesia in 1957 and 1958. The lot consists very largely of a 
good series of adzes from the islands of Tubuai and Raivavae 
in the Austral Islands, but also includes two carved panels, one 
unusual chief’s seat and samples of economically useful plants. 
From the Wellesley College Art Gallery we acquired 33 early 
Hawaiian specimens, including several fine tapas collected by 


Francis D. Lyman in 1871. Mrs. Franklin B. Ballou gave us 


a collection of Indonesian and other Far Eastern weapons. 
Another outstanding gift is a group of 20 Chinese archae- 
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ological and ancient art pieces from the collection of the emi- 
nent connoisseur of Oriental art, Mr. A. W. Bahr. This hand- 
some lot of material was given us by his daughter, Miss Edna 
Helen Bahr, and late in December was placed on special exhi- 
bition in the Loring Room. The collection includes early iron 
and bronze material, several fine iron and stone pieces of sculp- 
ture, three early paintings and a very large and impressive 
bronze incense burner. Mrs. Baxter Hornby has also added to 
our Chinese collection in memory of her grandfather, General 
James Hill, a Ming dynasty painting of a noble lady standing 
with a phoenix under a tree, and several painted wood carvings 
from the same period. Mrs. Walter Austin of Dedham gave us 
a large collection of recent Japanese, Chinese and Hawaiian 
material which she had picked up on her travels. Robert B. 
Alden presented a complete Japanese dueling costume, and 
from the estate of Mrs. William C. Endicott, Jr., we received 
a pair of large Japanese embroidered hangings. 

The William A. Farnsworth Museum turned over to us a 
large collection of Eskimo material from Greenland and Lab- 
rador collected by Leroy M. McCluskey who was stationed in 
those countries during the war. His collection of 150 pieces is 
the largest lot of Eskimo material which we have received in 
recent years and contains many fine and interesting things. 
An extremely entertaining lot of seventeen Eskimo soapstone 
and greenstone carvings from eastern Hudson’s Bay and Baf- 
fin Land was acquired through the interest of Mr. Willard C. 
Cousins who has done so much to improve our North Ameri- 
can collections. The Eskimo of those regions are unusually 
skillful at stone carving and their work has the sponsorship 
and encouragement of the Canadian government. Some of the 
subjects show Eskimo engaged in hunting, fishing and other 
activities, but the most charming are those of walrus and other 
Arctic animals. They can be seen in the gallery of East Hall. 

The only African pieces which deserve particular mention 
are a carved wooden lock and a rare carved implement used 
as a measuring device from the Dogon tribe of the Sudan given 
us by Mr. Stanley Marcus of Dallas, ‘Texas. 
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Of the forty accessions to the Natural History Department, 
the large majority were birds. One of these gifts was a large 
collection of considerable consequence. After two years of nego- 
tiation our Curator, Miss Dorothy E. Snyder, received from 
Mrs. Horace O. Green the collection of her late husband. This 
superb collection includes 58 mounted birds, two cases of birds 
and mammals, 404 bird skins, and 1,000 eggs. Nearly all of 
the birds and eggs are from Essex County. The great joy of the 
collection is its immaculate condition. In fact, the condition of 
the material is the most perfect of any of its kind that we have 
ever seen, and it constitutes the most significant ornithological 
accession we have received since the C. W. Townsend collection 
was acquired in 1953. Two other gifts worthy of note are a 
harlequin duck, shot on the Ipswich marshes and given us by 
Dana W. Kingsley, and a greater snow goose collected in 
Newbury and presented by Edward D. Shaw. 

Six of the accessions were mammals, including an itinerant 
chinchilla, which became a statistic when it was run over in 
Groveland and was later given to us by Joseph Lovato. The 
Museum staff seems to have been quite active in an obscure 
branch of mammalogy this year, acquiring bats. Mrs. Chan- 
dler Robbins, II, gave us, among other specimens, a little 
brown bat from Gloucester. Not to be outdone, Mr. Brewing- 
ton brought in a big brown bat presented by his wife, which 
gave them an interesting battle in their house on Hamilton 
Street on a dull November afternoon. 

Some of the most important accessions during the year were 
to our rapidly growing library. Altogether, 132 lots of books, 
which included 547 volumes, were given. The two outstand- 
ing gifts were both additions to our Captain James Cook col- 
lection from Stephen Phillips. The first is A Narrative of the 
Death of Captain James Cook to which are added some par- 
ticulars concerning his life and character and observations re- 
specting the introduction of the venereal disease into the Sand- 
wich Islands by David Samwell, London, 1786. There are only 
three other located copies of this work which was written by 
the surgeon of Cook’s ship Discovery and contains the most 
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detailed and objective account of Cook’s death. It was reprint- 
ed in San Francisco in 1957 with an Introduction by Sir Mau- 
rice Holmes. The second and almost equally rare book is 
Henry Zimmermann’s narrative of Cook’s third voyage around 
the world published in Mannheim, Germany, 1781. This 
work, all early editions of which are very scarce, was trans- 
lated by the late Judge F. W. Howay and printed in the Ca- 
nadian Historical Studies in 1930. This book also contains a 
revealing eyewitness statement on Cook’s death, from the 
point of view of an ordinary seaman who hastened to get out 
this account as soon as he returned to Germany. In addition to 
these two rarities, Mr. Phillips generously added many other 
volumes to our increasingly important collection relating to 
early voyages of exploration and the ethnology of the Pacific 
Islands. In this same category of material, Mrs. Tracy Barrett 
Kittredge of Wiscasset, Maine, presented in memory of her 
husband eleven handsome quarto volumes of French editions 
of Pacific voyages, including Vancouver 1798, D’Entrecas- 
teaux 1807, and Dixon 1789, and H. W. Dwight Rudd gave 
several early volumes of travels in the South Seas and Arctic 
explorations. Mrs. Walter Austin added 37 more volumes on 
the South Seas, mostly Hawaii, together with a broken set of 
Catesby’s Natural History of Carolina, and Mrs. George I. 
McKelvey, Jr., gave 24 other books on travel, largely in New 
Zealand. 
Francis Lee Higginson, Jr., gave 35 works on maritime 
history, and Francis B. Lothrop presented us with the three 
large volumes of Henry Peters’ studies of Currier and Ives 
Lithographers and America on Stone. Charles D. Childs gave 
us a volume of Arrowsmith, Charts of the Pacific Ocean, Lon- 
don, 1832, and one of the large works by M. Paris in its thir- 
teen original parts entitled Essai sur la Construction Navale 
des Peuples Extra-Europeens ou Collection des Navires et 
_, Pirogues, a very important addition to our library. Besides the 
| log books already mentioned, Donald 'T’. Hood presented one 
of the U.S. F rigate Guerriére and John P. Malaguerra gave 

four mid-nineteenth century merchant ship logs. Mr. Robert 
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EK. Peabody continued to give us Lloyd’s Registers and the 
shipping magazine, Syren and Shipping, and Mr. Stephen 
Wheatland presented a large number of miscellaneous volumes 
including several handsome early works on navigation. Mr. 
Bert Poeton gave, in memory of H. Elmer Foss, a nearly im- 
maculate copy of Naval Architecture or the Rudiments and 
Rules of Shipbuilding by Marmaduke Stalkartt, London, 1787, 
with all plates in the original container. 

Apart from additions to our collections, we received a good 
many other useful contributions. Through the generosity of 
Mr. Henry B. duPont we were able to replace six of our old 
wooden desks, several of which were falling apart, with mod- 
ern steel office furniture. At the same time we acquired two 
new cabinets for office supplies, a second Soundscriber tran- 
scribing machine, a new card file, and new office chairs. Fran- 
cis B. Lothrop and Francis Lee Higginson, Jr., gave additional 
steel blueprint cases for our prints and paintings, and Mr. 
Higginson gave several cases for ship models. 

Generous contributions from Mr. duPont and Mrs. M. V. 
Brewington made it possible to install new lighting in both the 
Marine Room and John Robinson Hall. These two rooms were 
very dark and the lighting inadequate. The new installations 
enable the visitor to enjoy the full quality and color of the 
paintings and the light is diffused throughout the rooms so 
that the ship models, India figures and other exhibits are all 
very much improved in appearance. 

Our program of special exhibitions and renovations in our 
permanent displays continued as time, funds, and opportuni- 
ty were available. On the evening of January 10th we had a 
special viewing for our Fellows and Friends of painting on tin 
and print coloring by Evelyn Foster Olds. This collection was 
generously loaned for special exhibition by Mr. Irving S. Olds 
who was able to be present on the occasion. On May 16th we 
opened a special exhibition of South Sea material collected on 
the voyage of the Varua, an expedition across the Pacific which 
we had sponsored in 1956. The material was collected by Eliot 
Elisofon, the eminent photographer from Life magazine, and 
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he very generously gave a lecture for our members. In late 
August, in connection with the America’s Cup races, we 
opened a special exhibition relating to the history of yachting. 
This gave us an opportunity to bring together our prints and 
paintings on that subject, many of which had never been on 
exhibition. To our surprise we own a far better collection of 
yachting prints than we had supposed. It is far from complete, 
however, and we hope that people will remember that this is 
a field which we desire very much to develop. 

The most important improvement to our permanent exhib- 
its was the renovation of the mammals of Essex County which 
was planned and carried out by Miss Dorothy E. Snyder as- 
sisted by Mrs. Chandler Robbins, II, and William H. Chis- 
holm. New plate glass was put in the front of the old cases, 
fluorescent light installed, new backgrounds painted, and all 
the mammal specimens cleaned and attractively arranged by 
families. Late in the year a similar exhibit of a permanent na- 
ture was started, to be called the “Six Zones of Seashore Life.” 
Work is still continuing on this exhibit with the help of Mrs. 
Robbins and Colonel Eugene S. Clark. Mrs. Robbins, with 
the assistance of Mr. Chisholm, put on two special exhibitions 
relating to the rocks and minerals of Essex County and a gla- 
cier exhibit which included push-button lights. Miss Snyder 
completed two other special exhibitions which are still on; one 
on ambergris, a subject which we are continually getting in- 
quiries about, and the other on color variation in animals, using 
our good examples of various albino birds and mammals, to- 
gether with a few of the rarer melanistic varieties. Two special 
exhibitions were held in the new case in the Museum entrance 
during the year; one on the Bergmann collection of South Sea 
shells arranged by Mrs. Stephen Wheatland, and the other on 
Peruvian textiles and pottery. The Eskimo slate carvings al- 
ready mentioned were placed on exhibition in the gallery of 
East Hall by Colonel Smith and Mr. Oliver Wolcott. 

The ordinary visitor seldom sees and probably does not real- 
ize the vast amount of work that goes on in a museum caring 
for and maintaining the collections. For instance, again this 
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year Colonel George L. Smith gave nearly full time to con- 
tinuing the inventorying and storage renovation of our ethno- 
logical collections. He was ably assisted about two days a 
week by Mr. Oliver Wolcott, in addition to Miss Mary B. Os- 
good and Mrs. Marguerite Palmer, who have devoted so much 
time to the work during the past few years. These two ladies 
are continually improving the card catalogue and, with the 
assistance of Mrs. Robert H. Cushman of Marblehead, they 
began the rather thankless task of transferring our ethnological 
photographs from the old albums, which are nearly worn out, 
to new mounts that can be more handily filed. Mr. Wolcott 
also unpacked and numbered the entire Bergmann collection, 
which was an enormous cataloguing chore for Colonel Smith 
and his helpers. Mrs. Chandler Robbins, II, patiently cleaned 
all of the birds and mammals on exhibition, and Miss Snyder 
completed a new card file of our ornithological collections, 
bringing the nomenclature up to date. 

Dr. Norman S. Bailey was employed part-time as a profes- 
sional entomologist to go through our extensive insect collec- 
tion and segregate a working Essex County collection from the 
general world-wide material. This project was nearly complet- 
ed and the non-Essex County material is to be disposed of. A 
large amount which was not saleable was given to New England 
College, whose Dr. Noel French and five students worked for 
two days transferring specimens. Another box of common in- 
sects was given to the Cape Cod Junior Museum where Colo- 
nel Eugene S. Clark gives classes. This project on the ento- 
mological collection is one that has been hanging over since 
1940 when we limited our Natural History collections to Es- 
sex County, for it required the services of a professional en- 
tomologist. Not until now, when we were fortunate to get Dr. 
Bailey, was one available. Mr. Russell W. Knight completely 
overhauled, cleaned and rearranged our manuscript collec- 
tions. He also sorted, boxed and made preliminary cards for 
all new manuscript collections that were received during the 
year. Mr. Francis B. Lothrop completed his vast inventory of 
our maritime prints and paintings which now fills three fat 
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volumes of onionskin paper with a total of over 5,000 pictures. 
Mr. Osgood Williams completed a preliminary listing of the 
enormous Alan B. Deitsch collection of steamship photographs, 
and we were very fortunate during the summer months to have 
the volunteer services of Mr. M. V. Jacobus who continued 
working on this important collection. 

As always, there were loans of material to other institutions. 
The Museum of Fine Arts borrowed two large Korean devil 
posts to act as guardians to the entrance of their Korean Art 
Show. Later, several of our outstanding pieces of South Seas 
and African primitive sculpture were included in their first 
Primitive Art Show. Japanese ivory carvers’ tools were lent to 
the Corning Glass Company Museum. The Holyoke Public 
Museum borrowed a large collection of ethnographical materi- 
al from India. Samples of African material were used at a spe- 
cial exhibition at the Essex Institute, and a carefully selected 
small lot of Japanese material that could be handled was lent 
to the Perkins Institute for the Blind. St. Peter’s Episcopal 
Church borrowed two cases for their anniversary exhibition. 
A collection of paintings of Maine ships was lent to the Brick 
Store Museum, and a large water color of the Constitution by 
John Leavitt was lent to the Farnsworth Museum. Five pieces 
of Liverpool ware were lent to the Wedgwood exhibition at 
the Museum of Fine Arts and several small lots of teaching 
material were lent to schoolteachers in the greater Salem re- 
gion and to teachers giving Audubon Society courses. 

As always, a certain amount of research is carried along si- 
multaneously with our other activities. Mr. M. V. Brewing- 
ton received a Guggenheim Foundation grant to make a study 
of the artists who painted ships’ portraits and other marine 
pictures. He has been working on this all year as time per- 
mitted, and in connection with it made trips to Philadelphia, 
Baltimore, Newport News, and Washington. This, when pub- 
lished, will be an invaluable tool for museums, libraries and 


collectors of maritime material. Mrs. A. William Smith, as- 


sisted by Miss Moyra Laing of our staff, has been compiling a 
catalogue of our paintings and sketches by the early nine- 
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teenth-century artist George Chinnery. In this connection Miss 
Laing has succeeded in breaking the Chinnery shorthand code 
with which the artist made notes on his pictures—a puzzle that 
has baffled students for many years. Dr. Stuart K. Harris con- 
tinued his research on the Botany of Essex County and com- 
pleted a substantial portion of the manuscript. In late August 
Donald S. Marshall returned from a third expedition to the 
Pacific, after a residence of several months on the island of 
Mangaia in the Cook Islands and stays in Tahiti and the Aus- 
tral Islands. In Tahiti he continued the linguistic studies be- 
gun with Mr. J. Frank Stimson some seven years ago, and in 
Raivavae in the Austral Islands he continued Mr. Stimson’s 
ethnographical work there and made further investigations of 
his own. The collections which he made for the Museum dur- 
ing this trip have already been mentioned and he has accumu- 
lated a vast amount of field notes and photographs. 

In speaking of Frank Stimson, it is sad to relate that after 
a visit here in the early summer, during which he worked on 
his manuscript material and spent considerable time at the 
Museum, he returned to Tahiti, where shortly afterwards, his 
health rapidly failing, he died in October. Our collaboration of 
several years with him has been very pleasant and he was enor- 
mously helpful to the Stephen Phillipses and to me and my 
family when we were in Tahiti in 1957. While we are sad- 
dened by his loss, it is a matter of gratification that the manu- 
scripts which resulted from his many years of linguistic and 
anthropological labor in the South Seas are safely preserved 
here. 

There were many visiting scholars working in the Museum 
this year and they came from the four corners of the world. 
Dr. Karl Erik Larsson of the Gottenburg Museum in Sweden 
obtained a grant to come here for three weeks to study our 
material on the Fiji Islands, and other scholars came from 
New Zealand, Australia, the Hawaiian Islands, Great Britain, 
India, Brazil and other distant countries. ) 

In February and March Miss Dorothy E. Snyder made a 
trip to Panama to study tropical birds. She spent several weeks _ 
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on Barro Colorado Island and had one memorable field trip 
with the greatest expert on Panamanian birds, Dr. Alexander 
Wettmore. The remainder of the year she made weekly, and, 
during migration period, daily field trips observing birds in 
Essex County. She also made one field trip to Cape Cod and 
two to Nantucket. She was asked to become compiler of the 
Cape Ann Christmas Bird Count, and this year, with the co- 
operation of 40 observers and 18 feeder owners, the count was 
third highest in 24 years. Eighty-three species involving 26,- 
929 birds were counted in a year when their general scarcity 
has been commented on. 

Miss Ruth Ropes was absent during the month of January 
on a freighter trip to California. While on the West Coast she 
visited the marine museum in San Francisco, and had an op- 
portunity to visit several West Coast colleagues. In late spring 
Mr. Osgood Williams went to Holland and visited the marine 
museums in Rotterdam and Amsterdam, where he had a warm 
welcome. He again spent some time in England and while in 
London he called at the South Kensington Museum and visited 
various dealers in maritime books and pictures. In Belfast, 
Ireland, he had a special appointment to visit the famous ship- 
yards of Harland and Wolff but unfortunately, because of ill- 
ness, had to cancel the visit. On the way home, during the 
ship’s stopover at Halifax, he renewed acquaintance with 
friends there including Captain C. W. Gilding, Director of 
the Maritime Museum of Canada. He also called on Ernest 
Maunder, the ship-model builder at St. John’s, Newfoundland. 
Francis B. Lothrop on a trip to England renewed acquaintance 
with many of our friends there and picked up several prints 
and publications for our collections. 

The Essex County Ornithological Club, The Nature Pho- 
tography Club and the Marine Associates held their meetings 
in the Museum, and for one of the Associates meetings our 
Trustee, Mr. Stephen Phillips, gave a lecture on our 1957 
South Sea trip, showing many fine colored pictures which he 
took in the Society Islands and elsewhere. 

Colonel Eugene S. Clark again most generously gave a 
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course on marine and seashore life. This was an advanced 
course limited to 30 people and was very enthusiastically re- 
ceived. As more people than could be accommodated wished 
to attend, he will repeat the course sometime during the com- 
ing spring. Several groups and school classes were given lec- 
tures and guided tours of the Museum. During the summer I 
spoke to the Radcliffe Summer School group here in the Mu- 
seum and Mr. Brewington lectured to the Boston University 
Summer School class studying New England institutions. All 
together during the year, Miss Snyder gave two, Mrs. Dodge 
gave eight, including the Ropes Memorial Course, and I gave 
15 lectures. In addition, I was on one half-hour television 
show on Channel 5 as a guest on Boston Date Line with Alton 
Hall Blackington, where we entertained the viewers with sto- 
ries of cannibalism in the Fiji Islands, and showed slides of 
photographs that Mrs. Dodge took there in 1957. 

No books were published during the year, but another one 
of the ship-picture reproductions, that of the Bowditch from a 
water color in our collections by Montardier, was published in 
the early summer. We were also able to have a new stock of 
Bowditch’s Chart of Salem Harbour made. These have been 
done twice in the past, but we have not had any in stock for 
several years, as we could not find anyone with a flat plate 
press large enough to strike the plate. We were fortunate in 
being able to have this done through the kindness of the Hy- 
drographic Office of the United States Navy. Several pieces of 
Liverpool ware, a pitcher, a small tumbler, and a plate, were 
lent to Shreve Crump and Low to be reproduced by Wedg- 
wood. We will receive a royalty on all of these sold, just as 
we have in the case of the large pitcher bearing the inscription, 
“Success to the interesting but crooked town of Boston,” which 
was reproduced in the same way a year ago. Two of our repro- 
ductions, the one of the small figurehead model and one of a 
Chinese bronze lion, were figured in an article on Museum re- 
productions in the Ladies’ Home Journal for December. This 
resulted in a considerable spurt of sales in those two items. 

During the year I continued editing The American Nep- 
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tune, and Priscilla W. Papin once more took care of all the 
business of the magazine, including subscriptions and its treas- 
urer’s work, in addition to Museum accounts. Mr. Brewington 
also spent a good deal of time reading articles for the Neptune, 
and in September we made a trip to Portland to discuss both 
Museum and Neptune publication problems with Mr. Fred 
Anthoensen, the printer. A meeting of the Editorial Board of 
the Neptune was held September 20th in Walter Whitehill’s 
barn in North Andover, where it was decided to make certain 
changes in the journal and to increase the subscription rate in 
order to offset rising costs. 

I cannot say too strongly how much we depend upon our 
faithful volunteers for the work they do. I have mentioned in 
these pages some of the things that were accomplished. We 
would have far more difficulty getting along were it not for 
those competent men and women who appear regularly week 
in and week out. Besides those already mentioned, I should like 
to particularly commend Miss Ruth Parker and Miss Sybil 
Tucker for their work in the library. Mr. John Leavitt worked 

nearly every Saturday on our sailing-ship photographs, Mr. 
and Mrs. Fred L. Woods, Jr., continued cataloguing charts, 
and Mr. U. Haskell Crocker worked on the inventory of marine 
objects. Others who have given us time, whenever they could 
and on a variety of projects, are: Mrs. James F. St. Clair, Mr. 
Thomas G. Rice, Mr. Carl Crossman, Mrs. R. T. B. Peirce 
and Mr. Francis Remon. 

We do not this year, however, have every cause to rejoice, 
for we lost one of the most active trustees and most generous 
supporters that this institution has ever had. Louise duPont 
Crowninshield died on July 12, 1958. We all know of her 

_many good works and her enthusiasm for this Museum. Once 
in a long time there comes along an individual with such a 
rare combination of blessings and the intellect, humanity and 
generosity to use them for the greatest good, that all others of 

‘common sense can only follow where they lead. Mrs. Crown- 

_inshield was one of these people. So wise, so generous, so dy- 

_mamic was she that the Atlantic seaboard glistens with the re- 
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sults of her energy and good taste. The Peabody Museum of 
Salem was one of those institutions fortunate enough to have 
her associated with it as a Trustee, benefactor and promoter, 
and she was a tireless worker for it. She was elected to the 
Board of Trustees in 1950 and immediately volunteered to 
have a dinner for the Fellows, Trustees and Staff, a pleasant 
custom which she continued until her death. The handsome 
gallery which she built to house the Crowninshield family ma- 
terial, especially that relating to the yacht Cleopatra’s Barge, 
was opened as a memorial to her husband in 1954. She took 
extreme pleasure in continually improving the exhibits in her 
gallery and elsewhere in the Museum, and her infectious en- 
thusiasm inspired and gave pleasure to others. Her material 
benefits to this institution will endure throughout its existence, 
and her warmth and personality will live in the hearts of all 
of us who worked with her here. 

The vacancy left on our Board of Trustees was filled at the 
semi-annual meeting of the Board, November 7th, with the elec- 
tion of Mr. Oliver Wolcott of Hamilton, who has already been 
mentioned as one of our steady volunteer workers. Mr. Francis 
Lee Higginson, Jr., was elected a Life Fellow. Recognition 
was given to the good work they have been doing by electing 
Russell W. Knight, Honorary Curator of Manuscripts, J. 
Frank Stimson, Research Associate in Polynesian Linguistics, 
Francis Lee Higginson, Jr., Research Associate in Steamship 
History, Mrs. Chandler Robbins II, and Miss Frances Bur- 
nett, Volunteer Associates in Natural History, and Oliver Wol- 
cott, Research Associate in Ethnology. 

There have been several staff changes during the year. Miss 
Eleanor Ward, my secretary, resigned to live in Indiana and 
her place was taken by Mrs. Eugenia Ford, formerly staff sec- 
retary, without whose competent handling of many details in 
addition to her secretarial duties, life for me would be much 
more difficult. Miss Moyra Laing was hired as staff secretary _ 
and late in the year Mr. Paul O. Blanchette was employed as __ 
librarian to begin work the first of January 1959. Dr. Donald | 
S. Marshall’s tenure as Research Anthropologist for Polynesia — 
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ended December 31st but he is to continue as editor of the 
Stimson archives for six months in 1959. Mr. James R. Doo- 
ley, over and beyond his duties as constable, has, as in the past, 
given a pleasant greeting and warm welcome to our visitors. 
Since the 1870’s the City of Salem has provided constables to 
guard our treasures. We very much appreciate the continued 
cordial relations with the municipality and especially the co- 
operation of Mayor Collins, who takes such an interest in and 
is fully aware of the historical resources of the City’s rich heri- 
tage. Mr. Orville Littlefield was once more hired during the 
summer months as a special guard for the Crowninshield Gal- 
lery, and Miss Rebecca Dodge was employed on the Sales 
Desk at the front of the Museum. 

Mr. Alfred P. Putnam continues to give his invaluable time 
as Treasurer, and he and Mrs. Papin are constantly and most 
efficiently working with our increasingly active accounts. 

All of us, both regular staff and volunteers, are looking for- 
ward with enthusiasm to our expansion plans for the coming 
year. I cannot begin to express my appreciation to all of our 
competent and faithful regular staff and volunteers, as well as 
my gratitude for the continued support of our Board of Trus- 
tees and the interest and support of our generous Fellows and 
Friends.
